SENATE RESOLUTION 
ENDORSES POSITION

endorsing President Wilson's

The United States Government 


is a Partner in the Brewing 


Industry 


T 


HE partnership of our Government and the Brew- 
ing Industry was entered into during the Civil War 
for the purpose of increasing war revenues. The 


bill creating this partnership was signed by President 
Lincoln with the distinct understanding that the measure 
would be repealed as soon as war conditions justified its 
repeal. 


As a matter of fact the Brewers of America voluntarily 


tendered the Government the sum of 50 cents per barrel 
on every barrel of beer brewed. This was done by the - 
Brewers in a spirit of loyalty, fairness and justice—a 
willingness to bear their full share of the heavy war 
revenues. The United States Government accepted the 
Brewers' offer with the understanding that it was but a 
temporary relief measure which, in the opinion of Lin- 
coln, would be repealed as soon as war conditions justi- 
fied its repeal. 


But that which was voluntarily tendered to the Gov- 


ernment as a contribution—and was accepted as such—• 
has since been imposed as a permanent tax. Not only 
that but the tax has been doubled and tripled. The 
beer tax was 50 cents a barrel for many years after the 
Civil War. 
The normal tax was later increased to $1.00 


and at the beginning of the Spanish-American war in 
1898, the tax was jumped to $2.0O per barrel. After the 
war was over, the'normal tax of $1.00 prevailed until 
1914 when the Emergency act raised the tax to SI.50 , 
per barrel—and every Brewery in America is paying that 
sum to the Government now. 


Can one partner in a business take away his partner's 


share without just compensation? Certainly not! 


If you were in business with another and you could 


not agree, you would buy out your partner, or he would 
buy you out, paying a fair price for the business. There 
would be no confiscation—no taking the partner's property 
without fair or just payment therefore. Such proceedure 
would be robbery. 


In fairness or justice, then, can Government—be it 


National, or State, or Municipal—take away its partner's 
interest in a business without fair and just compensation? 


When anyone's property or business—his source of 


income or livelihood—is taken away or destroyed by 
legislation—by an act of the voters—by your act, if you 
please—is not the one so injured entitled to compensation 
for his loss? 


You would not want your business destroyed by 


legislation without compensation—would you be a party 
to legislation that would deny the same right to others? 


Remember this— 


Compensation simply means that fair pay- 


ment shall be made for whatever property is 
destroyed by the vote of the people. 
Would you forcefully take anything that did not 


belong to you without paying for it?

Tokio, Feb. 5.—Considerable inter- 
est has been caused in Japan by the 
arrival and activities of three 
Mexi- 
cans, who represent the government 
, of General Caranza, and who are said 
I to be making 
extensive 
purchases 
in behalf of their country. According 
to the information at Tokio the pros- 
pective purchases include munitions 
of war—ammunition, rifles, 
and 
ar- 
tillery—and a steamship, in addition 
to machinery for agricultural and in- 
dustrial purposes. 
The Mexican ^agents who are in 
charge of Colonel Carpio, are reported 
to have succeeded in their quest for 
rifles and even for-a steamship. 
It 
had been understood that, they 
were 
negotiating for the freight 
steamer 
Kotohira Maru. a vessel 
of some 
3,000 tons, and the announcement that 
this steamer cleared 'from Yokohama 


was confined to general merchandise 
and machinery, consigned to a 
com- 
panv in Mexico. The legation added 
that Mexico had been seeking rifles 
but had been unsuccessful, as all the 
available weapons had been Purchas- 
ed by the Entente Allies. The legation 
confirmed the departure of the Koto- 
hira Maru, saying it was under char- 
ter to a. Japanese firm. 
It is believed here that the Mexican 
government recently opened a credit 
fn Japan of *l,000,0l)0 for the transac- 
tion of general business. 
During the 
presidencv of General Huerta tbe gov- 
ernment bf Mexico opened 
negotia- 
tions with Japanese firms for tbe pur- 
chase of rifles and 
ammunition, de- 
positing some 3,000,,000 yen tor that 
purpose in the country. About 12,000 
rifles, modelled after the Spanish in- 
fantry weapon, were actually delivered 
to the Huerta government, but before 
other consignments were possible, tbe 
European war broke out. This inter- 
fered with, the delivery of further or- 
ders to Mexico. Some 60,000 rifles 
orisinallv intended for tbat 
country 
were sold to Russia and France and 
the weapons that went to Russia, are 
now being used by the Russian troops 
on duty in northern Manchuria.
